Wini.E the true object ot the recent 
meeting of Democrats, celebrites at 
Louisville will not be known;

Hedid 
not wait until the last minute, or treat 
his official family aa little e'se than a 
household of servants, but as advis.

are is not stated. It would be a 
breach of good laith to go into partic- 
ulars. It is reported that the Cabinet 
cordially approves the position taken, 

I but it does not lollow that mature re- 
flection will not result In some sug- 
gestions, and it insure that all such, 
il any there should be, would receive 
careful consHeratioii William Mc- 
Kinley isam.'-n of positive convic- 
I tions, and with tbe cour.ige of his 
convictions, but that is a very difler- 
i ent thing from pigheaded obstinacy. 

I While no details are given, it is as- 
serted that the President's treatnie it 
ot tbe subject differs from that ol tbe 
Secretary of the Treasury. There is 
I nothing improbable in such a repoit. 

' It was the duty of Lyman J. Gage to 
present his views.clearly and difinite- 
ly. He is not an echo. It is his du- 
ty to give Congress and the country a 
1 concise statement of what he thinks I 
) onght to be done, and his reasons lor 
' thinking so. It is the President's 
! duty to do the same. 

Tbe Presidential standpoint is some- 
what different from that of the head 
ot a department. The problem before 
him is a practical one. What can be 
done? Statesmanship has an eye to 
actual results. As Grover Cleveland 
said of the tariff, it is a condition, not 
a theory, 

I The experience of the President as 
chairman ot theWaysand Means com- | 
mittee was a most excellent training | 
lor the task now in hand. He did 
not. as such chairman, sit down to | 
his desk, behind a locked door, and 
evolve a taiiff bill out of his own | 

^ head, regardless of difficulties in the i 
way ol actual enactment; at the same 
, time he did not allow any considera- ; 

tion of expediency to swerve him a 1 
j hair's breadth from centr.il purpose j 
in view. His tariff, when fini.ahed, 

! may have had many details which he 
j him.self cou:d have ciiticised, but it 
was built from first to last on the 
; lines of protection, and in accordance 
i with the revenue needs of tbe gov- 
ernment. So, in this case, it is safe 
to say, there will no compromise, in' 
the invidious sense of that terra. 

The inauguial address outlined the 
negative features ol the financial pol- 
icy to be recommended First, is wilt 
not reopen the door to wild cat state 
coinage. Second, it will guard effec 
tively against contraction. The near- 
est approach to an outlining of the 
positive features ol the recommenda- 
tions to be made is found iir this pas- 
sage ol the special referred to: 

"It is said the I're.sident will ask 
Congress to enact a law repealing the 
requirement that greenbacks shall be 
ledeemed in gold when presented .and 
supplement that with a piovision that 
greenbacks shall be paid out only 
against deposits of gold. That would 
break the "endless chain" and relieve 
the treasury of oneol its greatest dan- 
gers. This is tbe adoption ol Secre- 
tary Gage’s recommendation in part, 
omitting tbe funding of any portion 
of the greenbacks and the accompany, 
ing issue of bond.a "

His Mind and Ended in 
Suicide. 



In looking over some old papers 
tbe other day in bis office, a lA>uis- 
ville lawyer came across some nun 
published verses written lorty years 
ago which have a story worth relat- 
ing. 

Miss Edna Isburne waa a Kentucky 
beauty. She resided near Leitchfield. 
Robert Pynckney Wylls, a poet of 
some note in tbe neighborhood, fell 
in love with her. He resided a miles 
liom Bloomfield. Alter paying the 
girl court lor some time the poet pro-- 
posed to her and was refused. Miss 
Isburne allerwird married Mr. Ander- 
son Hurtle, a wealthy man, near 
Leitchfield. Wylls' blighted sffecs 
tions seemed to have aftected his 
mind. He remained from home only 
a few mouths.

His lawyer cilled 
on him in the meantime to asceitiin 
if he desired anything. Shoilly alter 
the lawyer lelt Wylis borrowed a pair 
of sci.ssors from the jailer's wife on 
the jiietext ot repairing some ot liis 
clothing. He stab'.icd hirasell in the 
lelt side ol the throat and died in a 
little while.

JUDGE FRENCH ON SILVER, 



!!• Repadlate* Repudlators and Talk* 
I'lalolj About Moaej. 

Judge Nathaniel French, temporary 
clmirmun of tho Democrutio state con- 
veutiou which met at Des Moines on 
Aug. 7 and which declared for “tbe 
honest payment of our debts" and for 
"a sound and stable currency, ’’ spoke 
in part as follows: 

"Hiuen Jackson's administration and 
through its act we have bad tbe gold 
standard, excepting only tbe period of 
suspeufeiou of specie payments. Our 
debts, both poblio and private, have 
been coniructod on that basis, and com- 
luuu boutsly requires that they shall be 
repaid accordingly. The cry of the Chi- 
cago convention for the free and nnllm- 
itecl coinage of silver at tho false ratio 
of 10 to 1 utlaoka onr existing standard, 
threatens ns with wholesale repudiation, 
puiiio uud ruin. This cry is supported 
by tho claim that tbe government ia all 
powerful uud by its mere flat can doa- 
ble the value of silver aud moke and 
keep tbe silver dollar tbe fnll equal of 
the gold. Some men honestly believe in 
this mirocnlous power, bat what they 
really wuut ia not free coinage of silver, 
bnt free coinage of paper. 

“Othuri favor this ratio as an easy 
way of paying debts. Others, made dea- 
purute by present conditions, arewlllihg 
to risk any change, hoping for better 
times Ignorant of tbe fact that tbe 
present hard times are mainly doe to 
this agitation, they are willing to try a 
bigger dote of the atnff which has poi- 
soned them. Others, whose main objeot 
in life is to break into office, regard it 
as u means of getting a pnblio job. Be- 
hind all these is tbe greedy, crafty 00- 
teriu of millioottire ailver mine owuers, 
fnruisbing the funds and polling tha 
wires 

"The silver men say onr money is too 
good and too scarce. They would make 
It poor uud plcutifnl. The trooble, how- 
ever, is not duo to scarcity of money, 
but to scarcity of coufldeuee. Our mon- 
ey has increased faster than population, 
but the ailver agitation bus awakened 
diMtruaL Tho remedy ia to restore con- 
lldeuce. Cspital will seek employment 
freely only when sure that it will not 
bu rduflscut/cd, when sure that tbs re- 
tuMiH of the vuutoru will be in the same 
good luiiuey invested. 

"Wealth Is the product of intelligent 
l.ibur Tbe belter the tools used and tbe 
more bruins mixed with Ibe latxir the 
griuti-r thu result, hut flrst of all assor- 
uucu is uiH'ded that half tbe tools will 
nut bu stolen. Tbe good money of the 
gold stumlard is the best tool of 00m- 
merce uud nsud by the leading u»- 
lioua. The best ia none too good for the 
Auii ricou pi'uple, aud tbe fluanoiai tools 
of Mexico and China are out of place 
beiu. 

"hilver baa its proper use in tbe 
luinor Iransactioua of cummeroo, and 
when mulutuiued at a parity with gold, 
through limitation of coinage and other 
safeguards, serves ss a useful tool, which 
no one would discard. Tbe use of ailver 
with gold lu this way furuishea the 
only practiool himaullio onnenoy . "
